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WEEKLY REVIEW. 

The demand for oils is beginning to 
slacken, but it is still very fair for this 
season of the year. Linseed is higher, 
lard lower, menhaden easier, cocoanut 
frm, mineral irregular. Tnere is a 
fair demand for paints. The increased 
cost of raw materials and small stocks 
of most of the colors keeps the general 
market very firm. Pig lead is firm, 





White lead irregular andeasier. Heavy | 


chemicals are quiet; prices continue 
steady. There is a very fair demand 
for the light chemicals. The acids are 
all firmer; the ammonias are firm 
bat unchanged. Dyes are quiet. Cutch 
is higher, The demand for drugs is 
light. Opium is rather firmer. Quinine 
quiet and a little easier. 

Money continues in good demand, 
with 6 per cent. as the rate for call 
loans in the majority of cases. Time 
loans, however, are more difficult to 
obtain, and are quoted at 6 per cent.

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THE DUTY ON QUININE. 
As will. be seen, by reference to the 
report in another column of the pro- 
ceedings of the Western. Wholesale 


Drug Association at its recent.conven-. 


tion at Cincinnati, that body which is 
composed of most of the leading whole- 
sale and jobbing druggists West of and 
including Pittsburgh, as well as some 
whese fields of operations are to the 
eastward of that town, adopted on 
Wednesday a resolution expressing it 
as the opinion of the members that 
Congress ought to restore the Customs 
daty on quinine and the various salts 
of quinia, to the extent of imposing a 
ten per cent ad valorem Customs tax 
on imports of these salts. This action, 
unanimous as it was by a body of men 
who are not manufacturers—the repre- 
sentatives of quinine manufacturers 
present refraining from voting—, fails 
to make itself clearly understood, at 
first glance, to the logician, especially 
when it is considered that the gentle- 
men to whose voices and votes the 
resolution owed its passage are repre- 
sented and find their customers among 
the people who are supposed to habit- 
ually stand most in need of quinine 
for climatic reasons. If we attempt to 
explain, then, this apparently some- 
what anomolous action, it will be on 
the ground that the sense of the con- 
vention was rather im favor of protec- 
tion on manufactures generally, and 
on manufactured drugs and chemicals 
in particular. This disposition was 
emphasized by the fact that a cognate 
resolution asking for the abolition of 
the ten per cent duty on bark would 
have been passed with equal uuanim- 
ity had it not been pointed out, chiefly 
by the representatives of manufactur- 
ers present, that this duty, being only 
a discriminating one, which was 
equally levied on many other articles, 
its abrogation could not be asked for 
without dragging into the discussion 
so many other things that, in the mul- 
tiplicity of requests, Congress would 
be disposed to grant nothing. All this 
shows the strong protectionist feeling 
prevailing among the members of the 
Association, at least on this subject, 
and, indeed, so strong was it that 
it is more than probable _ that 
had the resolution declared in favor 
of a higher duty than ten per cent., it 
would have passed with almost equal 
unanimity. In fact, one prominent 
member very frankly avowed his 
opinion that American manufacturers 
ought to be afforded a monopoly of 
the manufacture of quinine by appro- 
priate legislation. clinching his claim 
by the assertion that American manu- 
facturers had never used their power 
oppressively and had always used their 
influence to prevent the price of qui- 
nine from going to extreme figures. 
This view was not that of the whole 
convention, but it sufficiently showed 
what the general tendency was. An- 
other argument advanced was that the 
removal of the duty on quinine had 
not tended to lower the price, which 
had been higher soon after the re- 
muval of the duty than immediately 
before that event, but it had led toa 
lessening of profits to jobbers and to 
American manufacturers. It was also 
argued that so small a duty as ten per 
cent. involved no real hardship to the 
consumers of quinine, since the slight 
rise in price which it might occasion 
would not be felt by the patient who 
might have a prescription containing 
quinine put up, as he was never 
allowed to feel the fluctuations in the 
wholesale market. 

To sum up the situation in a word, 
it seems to be the declared opinion of 
the wholesale druggists of the West 
that the quinine manufacturers of the 
United States ought to be protected 
by a duty to compensate for the 


higher cost of labor and _ general 
expenses of carrying on the business 
here as as compared with Europe, and 
they seem to see in that measure of 


or dealers. To this it may, however, 
be added that it is the opinion of most 
members of the association that the 
imposition of a duty, and the conse- 
quent. protection to American manu- 
facturers, will help to take the price of 
quinine out of the speculative list and, 
by making it more stable, teud to aid 
both jobbers and consumers. How 
much force there may be in this argu- 
ment we leave it to our readers to 
decide for themselves.

WHERE YETROLEUM IS REFINED. 


The weekly reports of petroleum in 
this paper contain statements of the 
average daily shipments from the re- 
gions, which indicate the quantity of 
oil being taken for refining. In the 
monthly reports of production we give 
the quantity shipped each month to 
each of the principal refining points. 
We have collected these monthly re- 
ports for the first nine months of 1880 
and the present year, and give them 
herewith in a comparative table for the 
purpose of showing the changes that 
are occurring in the location of the re- 
fining interests from the various causes 
which might influence such changes. 

It will be observed, in the first place, 
that the entire quantity of oil shipped 
during the earlier months of last year 
were considerably in excess of the same 
months this year, but that in April 
this year increased shipments began, 
and that from that time this year has 
shown a constant and very large excess 
over 1880. Thisis accounted for by the 
exceedingly heavy sales made during 
June, July and August, which included 
deliveries well into November and 
which will necessitate the full running 
of refineries nearly through this month. 
Thus the shipments for both October 
and November will doubtless show a 
large excess over last year. The total 
shipments for nine months have been 
as follows:

This shows an increase of 3,500,000 
bbls. taken by refiners thus far this 
year. Of this amount 1,200,000 is at 
New York alone, 300,000 at Pittsburgh, 
1,300,000 at Cleveland, 71,000 at Balti- 
more and 600,000 at what are termed 
‘* other local points,” meaning chiefly 
the oil region and Buffalo refineries. 
The excess at New York is largely due 
to the increased refining capacity em- 
ployed by the Standard here, and in- 
dicates the avident policy of that com- 
pany to concentrate its refining in- 
terest as much as possible at this port. 
The increase at Cleveland and at other 
local points may be credited chiefly to 
the independent refineries, while the 
excessive shipments to Pittsburgh and 
Baltimore have been largely on ac- 
count of the Standard, which has been 
running its refineries at those points to 
meet the extraordinary demand of the 
past season. The independent inter- 
est at the former place is, however, 
growing. The shipments to Philadel- 
phia show a slight falling off. The 
operations of the Standard have been 
largely diminished at that point, but 
the deficit has been in part made good 
by the growth of the independent in- 
dustry there. The Ohio River 
refiners have decreased their takings— 
a fact which may be attributed to 
their having been largely shut out of 
the Southern and Western markets by 
the Standard through its collusion 
with the railroad companies. It may 
be possible, also, that the location of 
those refineries is unfavorable to their 
expansion even with fair competition. 
Boston holds its own as a refining 
point, but shows no material growth, 
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THE TURPENTINE MARKET, 

The causes for the upward move- 
ment now in progress in spirits of tur} 
pentine seem to be more legitimate 
than any that have been presented 
for an advance in that article since the 
beginning of the year. Heretofore the 
fluctuations in spirits have been caused 
by speculative manipulations in which 
the hand of the Standard Oil Company 
has played an important part.

The Trouble with the Pittsburgh 


Glass Workers. 


Prrrspuren, November 7, 1881. 
Editor Ow, PAINT AND DrvG REPORTER: 


In your article on Window Glass in number of 
October 26th, you say the blowers strack for an 
advance of 15%, and intimate that this may be in 
retaliation, because manufacturers shut down 
early in the Spring. and that if Pittsburg manu- 
facturers had a similar agreement as Is existing 
in New York and New Jersey, that this trouble 


could not have happened, &o. 

Permit me to call your attention to errors in 
above article, The blowers did notstrike. The 
demand for 15% advance, and subsequent strike, 


was made by the teasers, mixers and similar 


labor. The Pittsburgh manufacturers have an 
agreement with the blowers and other skilled 
labor, binding on both parties for the whole blast. 
Said agreement, being a se-called sliding scale, 
was made before the agreement was made in the 
Fast, and formed the basis for the agreement 
mace in the East. . 

The Pittsburgh manufacturers did not stop 
early in the Spring; they stopped in the Summer 
(June Ist), at which time all manufacturers be- 
longing to the National Association stopped. 

In your issue Nov. 2, you add that difficalty 
between blowers and manufacturers continues, 
and that the lockont beeomes permanent, as the 
fires cannot be cuccessfully banked for longer 
than one week, 

I have already stated that blowers did not 
strike. The fires can be banked successfully for 
an indefinite period, if the manufacturers don't 
tire furnishing coal and labor. That the lockout 
did not become permanent is probably best re- 
futed by the fact that within 24 hours after the 
strike ended, all the manufacturers were at work 
making glass successsully.

Acetic Acid. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10th, 1881.

The article in your paper of the 9th inst., on 
“Acetic Acid” we, in the main, can agree with; 
there are some points, however, which you, per- 
haps, will not object to our commenting on as 
manufacturers of acetic acid ina very large way, 

First, the term No. 8 is a definite term, at least 
as far as its derivation is concerned; it means 8 
degrees Twaddell, representing a specific gravity 
of 1.040, and, according to the table nsed, desig- 
Rating from 28 to 30 per cent of glacial acetic 
acid. Second, the term No. 12 is an arbitrary 
one, introduced by us, meaning simply half again 
&s strong as No. 8, and was applied by.us to an 
extra concentrated acetic acid intended for 
Shipment to distant points and to save freight. 
As No. 8 represents 28 to 30 per cent of glacial 
acid, 80 No.12 represents from 43 to 45 per 
Cent.

We have read with pleasure your editorial on 
acetic acid in your last iseue, and have to thank 
you for calling the attention of buyers and con- 
sumers to the shortcomings of manufacturers of 
this article. In the matter of strength. The 
standard should be as clearly defined as that of 
sulphuric acid. The question is, what shall be 
the standard strength, and how shall it he arrived 
at? By common consent and usage it is fixed as 
No. 8. Each maker, however, fixes ite valne to 
suit himself, varying his product in strength all 
the way from 26% to 30% glacial acid, thereby 
making a range of from 10 to 154 difference in 
cost of production. Parties who make an uni- 
form high test article are thus placed at a disad- 
vantage, having to compete with lower grade 
goods, as buyers generally imagine that tne 
strength is uniform. 

No. 8 is the English standard and means acid 
that marks 8° strength at 60° temperature, by 
Twaddle’s hydrometer. Acid containing neither 
free sulphuric or muriatic aeids will be found to 
mark 1.040 sp gr. This is a sufficiently close 
test for acid used for manufacturing purposes, 
and it seems to us the most sensible way of fixing 
astandard. Unfortunately, in thi: case, the 
Baume seale is in general use in this country, 
and to fiz it that gives a fractional degree 
that would lead to @iéputes, The Twaddle in- 
strument is kept by every chemical man 
ufacturer, and is s by consumers 
wishing to test by the same.

Legal Notes. 


The question whether a charter party made by 
a broker in the home port of the verre] was bind- 
ing on the owner without his actual assent, was 
considered by the United *tates Circuit Court, at 
Ph'ladelphia, on Octcber 25. Judge McKennan, 
in the opinion, sald: It is essential to the validity 
of any charter made by a broker at the home 
port of a vessel, ostensibly in her behalf, and ac- 
cepted by her master, that it should be ratified by 
the managing owner. Mere silence upon his part 
will not operate as a ratification. And it was 
alike essentia] to the efficacy of such ratification 
that the person who assumed to act for the 
vessel should make a full disclosure and a correct 
statement of all the facts touching the charter 
within his knowledge to the managing owner. 


In an action for damages for the breach of a 
contract for the sale of goods, Winch vs. Mutual 
Benefit Ice Company, it was shown that the 
damages had been agreed upon, and the question 
arose asto the time from which the interest 
should be computed. The New York Court of 
Appeals, in deciding this point, on October 4, 
said, that interest is properly chargeable from 
the date at which such damages became due; and 
when it is shown that the settlements under the 
sales were to be made yearly, interest should be 
allowed on the sum agreed to be paid as damages 
from the end of the year. 


The cashier of a bank wrote a letter in contem- 
plation of a composition agreement to be made 
by A, its debtor. with his creditors, in which he 
proposed, tor his bank, to accept the note of A, 
indorsed by B, for twenty-five cents on he dollar, 
in payment of the bank’s claim, but after the 
other creditors had agreed to the composition, 
and upon this letter being shown to them, the 
cashier refused to take the note and carry out 
his contract, and, in a suit on the debtof A. 
Chemical Bank vs, Kohner, in answer to the 
agreement to compromise, the bank set up that 
the cashier was not authorized to enter into the 
compromise proceedings. The New York Court 
of Appeals, in deciding this case, on April 19, 
held that the cashier had authority to act and to 
make the compromise by usage known to the di- 
rectors, or by sowe general by-law or resolution, 
it having been shown that it was a common dc- 
currence for the bank to enter into such compro- 
mise agreements.

The Lead Industry of America. 


M. Leon Thonard bas recently completed 
a work of much thoroughness upon the 
lead and zine industries of the United 
States. Tue following extract will be of in- 
terest to our readers who are consumers of 
lead as an intelligent review of the present 
position of this important metal. The

The wild belladonna, upon which my 
experiments have been conducted, wag 
grown at Lastingham, near Pickering, 
Yorkshire, in a very poor limestone soil in- 
capable of producing ordinary cultivated 
crops, in which, however, the belladonna 
luxuriates, reaching 6 feet in height. For 
its collection and selection, I am indebted 
to Dr. Sydney Ringer. As well as I could 
judge by comparison its age was three or 
four years. 

The cultivated plant was grown by the 
well-known firm of W. Ransom, of Hitchin, 
on a chalk subsoil, with 12 inches of stiff 
loam on the surface. The plants were 3 
to 4 feet in height, and believed to be three 
yoars of age.

Further experiments are yet required to 
substantiate the above views, and to assist 
me I shall be glad to receive communic.

where to obtain belladonna plants fron 
other than chalky soils. 

It is my intention to continue these ob. 
servations, and estimate the amounts of 
alkaloid present in the leaves and rootof 
the plant at the period of flowering, if 
possible up to the sixth year of its growth. 

The following is a report on the Alkaloid 
from Wild Belladonna, by John Tweedy, 
F.R.C.S., Professor ut Ophthalmic Surgery 
to University College: ‘‘I have mades 
Jarge number of comparative experiments 
with the two solutions ot atropine you gave 
to me some weeks ago. As the resultof 
my observations, I may say that in evay 
instance I found the atropine from the 
wild plant more prompt in its action and 
more energetic, that is, it dilated the pupil 
and suspended the power of accommods 
tion quicker, and its effects lasted longer. 
I am ‘nclined to think that the solution of 
the atropine from the wild plant was, like 
wise, less irritating than the other. This 
may have been due to the greater purity d 
the alkaloid prepared by yourself, whereby 
it contained a larger proportion d 
hyoscyamine. 

“I may add, as a curious fact, that the 
solution of the atropine from the wild plan! 
has kept better than the other. This 
difference has been observed in three dif 
ferent portions preserved in separate bot 
tles, The commercial plant already 00m 
tains a large quantity of fungus, while the 
other is still free.

have been the means of disseminating much 
useful information, and of inciting discussion on 
various topics of interest. The firss and third of 
these benefits have been permanent, and their 
Beneficial effects have been noticeable at each 
subsequent meeting.

position to cut prices, it has not been sufficiently 
remunerative to the drug trade, excepting so far 
as advances in market rates have afforded profit. 

The problems of the proper management of ex- 
penses, so much increased by the employment of 
numerous traveling salesmen, and the sale of 
leading drugs, chemicals and proprietary reme- 
dies so as to yield profit, are not yet solved. 
Neither has a uniform custom obtained with re- 
*| spect to payment for goods sold. Two per cent 
discount from payment is yet tendered by some, 
and checks on home country banks are sent as 
before, but not tu the same extent, There isa 
improvement. Purity of drugs, 
chemicals, powders, oils, dyes, &c., essential for 
prescriptions and successful manufacturing, are 
not yet the positive rule, and complaints of short 
weights, measurements and excessive tares are 
yet made. These important measures have been 
placed in charge of committees, whose reports 
should be presented at this meeting, and be acted 
upon, so as to make all the progress attainable 


With respect to traveling salesmen, for whose 
services and expenses the members of the Asso- 
ciation probably pay $1,500,000, or nearly one- 
half of the profits of their business, I can only re- 
peat, that employers should impress upon them 
and see to it that they work for the interest of 
those who furnish the employment, and that the 
whole cost of their wages and expenses should 
not be a burden to the seller, but should be di- 
vided in prices obtained with the purchasers. 
Care should be had not to send out any who will

This subject is of much practical import- 
ance, and should command intelligent consider- 
ation. 

Conventions of busincss men are too often not 
practical. Papers conveying valuable informa- 
tion and recommendations are read, and resolu- 
tions are adopted having no force or binding ef- 
fect. Some substantial progress must be made 
in effecting the objects of this Association, or the 
interest inthe meetings will not continue, and 
members will not ineur the expense of long 
journeys for the social gather ines only. 

There is all the necessary inducement, and the 
power to correct any and all abuses and errors, 
if energetic and unanimous action can be agreed 
upon. Itis to be hoped that this meeting will be 
marked as one in which something decisive will 
be done.

After the reception of the report of the 
Treasurer, which showed a healthy condi- 
tion of the finances of ‘the Association, Mr 
CO. F. G. Meyer, of Meye: Bros & Co., pre 
sented the report of the committee on the 
Drug Market, which I regret I cannot give 
you in full, owing to its length. In addi- 
tion to giving a review of the course of the 
market, Mr. Meyer called attention to sev- 
eval other matters of interest to the trade. 
Among other things he spoke of the trans- 
actions in stocks, bonds, and produce dur- 
ing the yearand said: ‘‘[ refer more par. 
ticularly to the fictitious sales andpurchases 
‘on margins,’ which will enable a party to 
make purchases to the amount of one mil- 
lion dollars when he actually has not $50, - 
000 he can call his own. Indeed Iam ap- 
prehensive that men without any visible 
means draw largely upon their credit in 
transactions of this character. I allude to 
this matter because all are suffering in con- 
sequence. The cost of living is rapidly 
being increased as the necessaries of life 
are forced to unreasonably high prices by 
such gambling manipulations, and the re" 
sult is that our own expenses of living and 
those of our employees are augmented, and 
thus the expenses of carrying on our busi- 
ness are likewise greater, to say nothing of 
the danger of bringing on the whole 
country a commercial crisis. The recent 
innovation of a Call Board by the New York 
Drug Exchange is also fraught with the 
danger of creating fictitious values, and its 
expediency may well be questioned. 

Dr H. H. Button, of Milwaukee, pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Com- 
thercial Travellers and Price Lists, in which 
while pot uttegly condemning the custom 
ot employing travellerg,he deprecated its 
abuse by employing too many of these 
agents, and he especially insisted upon the 
necessity of their being men who had 
served an apprenticeship and had been ed- 
ucated to.the business: '

The report from the Committee on Leg- 
islation was read as follows: 


To THe WESTERN WHOLESALE DrvuG Associa- 
TION IN CONVENTION AT CINCINNATI, OHIO, No- 
vember 9, 1881.—Gentlemen: Your Committee on 
Legislation would respectfully report that, mainly 
through the action and influence of this asso- 
ciation, the movement for repeal of the stamp 
tax on perfuineries and medicines has been car- 
ried to the verge of success. It has received the 
indursement of nearly every organized body of 
druggists and pharmacists in the country, the 
commendation of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and the 
recommendation of the Congressional Committee 
of Ways and Means. 

The bill for its repeal would ere this have be- 
come a law had it not, with other unreached 
bills, died on the Speaker's desk in the hurried 
close of the last session of Congress. It has only 
to be revived and properly furthered to secure 
its passage next session. 

The retail and manufacturing druggists of this 
country owe to our Association a debt of grati- 
tude in this matter which can not soon be repaid, 
and many of them have hastened to acknowledge 
it. 

In several states laws for the better protection 
of purity in food and medicine have been passed. 
We some years ago urged such legislation, and 
now again desire to put ourselves on record as 
favoring it. 

The New York statute against adulteration of 
foodand medicine is the best and most com- 
plete yet passed. The new “Pharmacy Law” of 
Illinois is, however, clear and concise in its pro- 
visions, and well adapted to its purpose. 

In 1879 we demanded a new and improved 
bankrupt law, and now that this matter is re- 
ceiving general attention, we desire to indicate 
what, in our opinion, should be the character of 
such a law. 

If the suggestions meet your approval, please 
have them forwarded as expressing the opinion 
ofthis Association, to Hon. John J. Ingalls, 
Chairman Sub-Committee on Judiciary United 
States Senate: 

“In our opinion, the commercial interests of 
this country demand the early enactment ofa 
uniform and general bankrupt law, one which 
shall discourage insolvency (this is very import- 
ant), and promptly secure and equitably regu- 
late insolvent settlements; a law which shall not 
merely distribute the estate promptly and eco- 
nomically, but which shall discriminate between 
the honest and dishonest debtors, relieving the 
one and punishing the other. 

We desire a simplelaw; salaried (aot feed) of- 
ficials and judicial examinations by a responsi- 
ble and competent Court. Our past bankruptcy 
laws failed to discourage insolvency. At the 
East itis charged that the smallness of the 
amount ($300) required to file a petition was the 
cause of this failure, encouraging bankruptcy by 
thus increasing the facilities for closing small in- 
solvent estates at the public expense. We claim 
rather it was the ease with which a dishonest in- 
solvent could secure a composition settlement, 
during bankruptcy, with his creditors—they fear- 
ing that otherwise all the estate would be swal 
lowed up in the cost of proceedings. Six hun. 
dred to $1,000 in the large cities of the East, and 
$300 to $500 on the frontier, are not relatively 
widely different amounts, The honest $300 
debtor is as fully entitled to the relief afforded 
by a general law as the $1,000 debtor. Ifthe 
Courts exist the expense to the public need not 
be largely increased, and it is surely an unsound 
policy which encourages an insolvent to increase 
his debt in orderto get free from it! The case 
of the sober applicant at the Inebriate Asylum 
who was refused admission unless he would turn 
out and qualify would be in point here. We ask 
for courts of bankruptcy, not registers; but if 
the register system is again tried, let their duties 
be clearly defined and their discretionary powers 
limited, not increased. Composition settle- 
ments should be continued, but under direction 
and control of the Court, so far at least as the 
discharge of the bankrupt is concerned, and with 
the approval of a majority of the creditors and 
three-fourths, say, in value. If there be crime 
or fraud in the ease; the creditors should have 
no power, under any circumstance, to grant a 
release.

I 
need searcely remind you that the Umited States 
Government, from its incipiency, has decided 
ftvorably to diversifying home industries, and 
developing home resources by what is known as 
the policy of “‘ Protection to Native Industries.’» 
This is simply bistory and a matter of record.

The plea urged was to 
make quinine cheap, and to do so it was said— 
remove the duty. What applies to quinine ap- 
plies to pig iron, cotton, woelens, silks, pottery, 
or anything else. Now as to the price of quinia. 
The duty removed was but 20 per cent., manufac- 
turers themselves expressed a willingness to ac- 
cept 10 per cent. Duties to-day of 40, 50, 60, even 
100 per cent. remain on fereign manufactured 
products. Why make quinia theexception? The 
price of quinine or any article largely depends 
on the cost of the crude materials. If wool is 
dear, woolen goods must be high. If cotton is 
up, cotton goods follows. So with quinine—if 
barks are high, quinine must be high. Quinine is 
low to-day, because barks are low. In 1860 qui- 
nine sold at $1.20 per oz., yet both barks and 
foreign quinine were dutiable. Since the removal 
of the duty the price has been more than threw 
times as high as it wasin 1860. To illustrate, 
examine prices for English quinine.

Tf it is said the price of quiniue is low because 
of the rettioval of the duty, then let us say— 

When quinine was dutiable in the United 
States, In 1860, it was sold at $120 per ounce, 
that is lowe than it sells for to day, and in free 
trade England it sold for the equivalent of $4 124% 
per ounce in 1877, or more than three times the 
price it sold for hefé in 1860. Therefore yon 
must see that the price depends largely on the 
price of barks. 

The removal of the duty has greatly embar- 
rassed the home mahufatttirers, handicapped as 
they are, they cannot hope to compete with for- 
eignera. About 40 per cent of the supplies now 
come from abroad, that much less is made here. 

The carrying trade in bark has been diminished. 
The government has derived no revenue from 
the foreign quinia imported. The price has not 
been as low as it was twenty-one years ago. 
American manufacturers have been prevented 
from Working at a profit. The, have not been 
able to keep such large suppMes on ‘hand as for- 
merly, either ot barks or quinia. They have not 
been in a position to make contracta with the 
trade ascf old. Prices have been less reguiar 
and the consumer has been imperceptibly bene- 
fited. 

Under these circumstances, 1 have thought 
well to ask your co-operation in bringing the sub- 
ject of a duty on foreign quinia, to the attention 
of Congress or before a Commission, should such 
beappointed. As large dealers in the article, you 
are competent to form a correct opinion as to the 
working of the new regulations. As old friends 
and customers of the American manufacturers, 
you are desirous to have them treated fairly. As 
American citizens you are anxious to see this 
country on as good a footinz as that enjoyed by 
avy nation in Europe, in all that pertains to its 
diversified industries, because without diversified 
industries no nation is nor ever has been great, 

powerful and self-sustaining.

After the passage ot Mr. Peter's resolu- 
tion, an adjonrnment was had toa parlor 
on the lower floor, where a paper on fire 
insurance was read by Mr. Horace Benton, 
of Cleveland, and was discussed by Messrs. 
Myers, of Cleveland, Lord and Van Schaack 
of Chicago, McKesson of New York, Robin- 
son of Louisville, etc. ‘This discussion 
being over, an adjournment was taken 
until 9 o’clock Thursday morning, two in- 
vitations havéag been accepted in the mcan- 
time, one being for a banquet at the Grand 
Hotel, tendered by the Drug Exchange of 
Cincinnati, and the other fora ride through 
the suburbs.

The tables formed three sides of a long 
parallelogram ; the president, Mr. Burdsall, 
occupying the head, while on his right and 
left were Hon. Ben. F. Butterworth and the 
officers and ex-presidents of the associa- 
tion. The repast was an excellent one, the 
bill of fare being all that a bill of fare 
should be and the service unexcelled by 
any J have ever seen in the precision and 
promptness of movement on the part ot the 
waiters. A good band discoursed excellent 
music which I state on the authority of 
better judges than myseif—so that there 
was nothing Jacking to an enjoyable time 
and I assure you all was thoroughly enjoy- 
ed. After the play of knife and fork was 
ended, the president called for order and

Dr. Arthur Peter, of Louisville, the sec. 
ond President of the association, was called 
next, making 4 brief and humorons speech: 
He was followed by Mr. Lord, of Chicago, in 
reply to the setitiiment, ‘‘Chicago, a full 
city, brit still groving,” who told a funny 
story, the point of which was that he 
couldn’t do justice to the hospitality of 
Cincinnati or the growth of Chtcago. Space 
is lacking to give half of the godd things 
said in responding to the following compli- 
mentary calls : ‘‘ Milwaukee,” responded to 
by Mr. Henry H. Britton ; ‘‘ Detroit,” to 
which ex-president T. H. Hinchman re- 
plied; ‘‘ Pittsburg,” replied to by Mr. Geo. 
A. Kelly ; ‘‘Indianapolis,” by Mr, Robert 
Browning; ‘‘Cleveland,” by Mr. Horace 
Benton. Mr. Van Schanck, of Chicago waa 
called on, but said there was a compact be, 
tween him and Mr, Lord, by virtue of which 
he claimed to be excused. Dr. Walding of 
Indianapolis was called on as the rep- 
resentative of the youngest firm in the 
association, but promised to speak next 
year. Mr. John McKesson, jr.. was called 
on to respond tor New York, and did so iu 
a few words, saying that if brevity was the 
seul of wit, he proposed to make the wit- 
tiest speech of the evening. He proposed 
the health of our hosts in a glass of water. 
Other short speeches were made by Mr. C.F. 
G. Meyer, of ®t. Louis, Mr. Robinson of 
Louisville, Mr. Martman of Cincinnati,and 
Dr. J. A.Peters,of the Or,Pamnt anp Drve 
Reporter, forthe ‘‘ Press,” and ata late 
hour the festivities came to a close, 


SECOND DAY. 


The association met early, in order that 


the business of the association might be 
finished before noon, at which hour the 
start was to be made for the drive through 
the suburbs, etc., in accordance with the 
invitation of the Cincinnati Drug Ex- 
change accepted on Wednesday. 

The first business was the presentation 
of the report of the Committee on Adulte- 
rations, by Mr. F. Stearns, of Detroit» 
portions of which only, owing to its great 
length, were read by Mr. Geo. A. Kelly, 
of Pittsburgh. 

The subject of the paper was ‘* Adultera- 
tion of Drugs,” and filled fifty-one pages of 
legal cap. It was divided into four parts, 
namely : First, Adulteration -under which 
head was given the new forms of adulters- 
tion noticed in those journals to which the 
‘writer had access during the past:year, to- 
gether with the means when given for de- 
termining the same. Second, Recent leg- 
islation against adulterating food and med- 
icine. Third, Suggestions and criticisms 
and comments bearing upon the subject. 
Fourth, Appendix giving facts and making 
recommendations. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the 
writer, and the paper was referred back 
the committee, with directions to prepare 
it for publieation. 

President Burdsal then called Mr. A A+ 
Mellier to the chair, and proceeded to read 
the following report of the Committee 0B 
Proprietary Medicines : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PROPRIETART

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the risk of selling the goods if demand should 
occur, @ proposition no commission house would 
entertain on ordinary merchandise. The remedy 
underpresent circumstances rests entirely with the 
proprietors, @ large number of whom seem to be 
indifferent to your interest; this is more’ espec- 
jally so with the larger manufacturers—to this 
then are exceptions. 

On the 20th of December, we addressed: the 
following circular letter to all the principal man- 
ufacturers of proprietaly articles: “The Western 
Wholesale Drug Association, at their annual 
meeting, held in Detroit, November 10, 1880, ap- 
pointed @ committee to confer with manufactu- 
rers of proprietary articles, and urge their 
protection against the ruinously low and cut 
prices at which these goods are being offered, 
and the more especially to ask this protection 
as against the still further cut prices that have 
more recently been scattered broadcast. The 
wholesale trade of the West have been your lib- 
eraland safe patrons in distributing your pro- 
ducts at reasonable margins, and allowing the 
retailer a very liberal profit. The jobber is quite 
willing to distribute your goods in any quanti- 
ties, taking allthe risk at a margin of ten per 
cent. We further represent that the druggists, 
asa body, are not responsible for these low fig- 
ures, and are earnestly seeking a betterment of 
prices, but they are helpless. Whcever issues 
the lowest prices fixes the market price for all 
other dealers. Any dealer may dictate prices, not 
only for his own, put for all competing cities, 
and however low that price may be, 
even to cost, his competitors are compelled to 
either meet them or lose his trade, and as a con- 
sequence, keep your goods on his shelves, as a 
burden and an eye-sore, and however unbusiness- 
like or unwise it may seem to be, the jobber is 
compelled to follow the “ipse dixit’’ of any reck- 
less or malicious dealer. We therefore submit to 
you as patrons, that as a fair compensation for 
the risk, labor, expense and capital in handling 
your goods, we should have a protection of at 
least ten per cent. The lowest minim cost of do- 
ing business is about eight per cent, and in some 
cases ten per cent. 


We could show you quotations that your goods 
are offered at not over 1 to 3 per cent over your 
largest quantity price. We are confident that 

your business intelligence and known liberality 
will, unqualifiedly, condemn such quotations, 
and that you will readily see that they area 
burden and tax upon your patrons. Can we be 
protected? Yes. It is no idle theory. It has been 
tried with perfect success by Messrs. Parke, Davis 
& Co.; also by Rumford Chem. Co.; Colgate & Co.; 
D, Jaynes & Sons; E. Scheffer, and many others. 


Their rebate plan has worked with very general 
satisfuction, and itis a pleasure to the trade to 
handle and push their goods. The plan is simpte: 
a rebate of ten per cent. to all who maintain the 
schedule prices. We desire further to submit 
that a fair profit will better interest your patrons 
and prevent substitutions that dealers are 
tempted to make in order to have a profit some- 
where. Your goods are, at the present time. 
handled not merely on an unremunerative basis, 
but at an actual loss, the average prcefit—4 per 
cent.—not being half the cost of selling and dis- 
tribuuing. We cannot correct these evils; you 
can. The practice of selling established articles 
at about first cost, without adding cost of hand- 
ling, has a tendency to paralyze dealers’ interest 
in your goods; leads some to encourage imita- 
tion and substitution of obscure or new prepara- 
tions that afford a larger profit, to the obvious 
disadvantage of standard articles. We suggest 
further that the practice of using standard pro- 
prietary goods as “baits” to secure other business 
isunmercantile, and against the interests of 
proprietors and patrons, and we believe the con- 
tinued prosperity of the trade, so far as proprie- 
tary goods are concerned, demand the reform we 
Suggested, and a firm maintenance of the sched- 
ule prices of all standard goods, like yours; or, 
if not adopted, an entire new method, and other 
agencies will be required to distribute these 
goods. We, therefore, in behalf of over 
one hundred wholesale druggists, your 
patrons, ask that you assist us in reform- 
ing this evil and abuse that has 
fastened itself on the trade by adopting a 
schedule of prices at which your goods shall be 
jobbed, and that you protect all dealers who 
shall maintain the schedule prices by a rebate of 
hot less than ten per cent., and such other meas- 
ures as shall prevent the cutting of said prices. 
The committee, in behalf of the Western 
Wholesale Drug Association, assure you of their 
hearty and united support in carrying out such 
Plan as you may see proper to adopt, and they 
will esteem it a duty anda pleasure to maintain 
your schedule price in good faith, and thus 
mutually assist each other in attaining a fair re- 


sult for our labor and capital.” A few responded 
favorably, 





On the 15th of March we addrussed the follow- 
ing circular letter to the same parties: Referring 
toour communication of December 20, 1880, a 
Copy of which we inclose, we beg leave to now 
naenate and emphasizeallthen stated.

be true, but not so with a proprietary article. 

If, for example, the inventor or proprietor of a 
sewing machine sells his machines to a-party to 
distribute to a certain State or locality, he has a 
right to dictate, as a condition, the lowest price 
at which they shall be sold, and to. make it a part 
of the contract that they shall not be sold at less 
than a certain price; otherwise “‘margins’’ would 
soon be “cut”? so low that no agent or dealer 
would care to handle them. So with proprietary 
gouds—they are different from corn, flour, pork, 
&c., as the proprietors’ interest goes with them 
to the stores and shelves of all who distribute his 
goods, to see that they are not only quickly sold, 
but that the dealers have a sufficient margin of 
profit to interest them in handling the goods; if 
the profit becomes too small the distributor loses 
his interest in them, and whenever opportunity 
offers, will urge the sale of more profitable 
goods; hence the proprietors’ interest does not 
and should not cease, ‘‘when sold’ by him. 

In the rebate pian he particularly guards this 
right—in it the buyer agrees and contracts to do 
a certain thing, viz., to maintain the schedule 
price—he is not injured but benefitted; it is a vol- 
untary act. Every proprietor may exercise his 
right as to prices at which his wares, goods, &c., 
may be sold as to best subserve his own interest 
as well as that of dealers in his goods. Permit 
us to refer to another point, the price of all pro- 
prietary goods are arbitrary in the strict sense of 
the word; the fixed price or arbitrary value made 
by the proprietor is entirely his own, not only as 
to the wholesale price, but as a rule, the retail 
price also; and it can not be otherwise; we mean 
by wholesale price the minimum price to whole- 
sale buyers. 

The schedule quantity should be within reach 

of the average jobber. 
The only mombers of this committee interested 
in proprietary articles having a general and ex- 
tended sale, have sold their goods for some time 
upon the rebate plan, and give it their unquali- 
fied approval. We repeat that jobbers are quite 
dissatisfied with the tax and burden the hand- 
ling of these goods entail; therefore we ask this 
simple relief, and it is the judgment of over 100 
firms who are practical sellers of these goods, 
that they have pointed out in their judgment the 
best method of relief; if any better can be sug- 
gested, it shall have their earnest support. 

The committee have prepared a catalogue of 
the articles which have been placed upon the 
rebate plan, and will issue the same in afew 
days, in order to place them in the hands of all 
jobbers and their salesmen and traveling agents, 
to afford them correct information as to prices, 
If you see proper to adopt a rebate plan, and 
will forward your schedule, we will insert the 
same in this issue of the catalogue, and as these 
catalogues will be placed in the hands of sales- 
men, it must aid in the sale of all such goods. 
In conclusion, we solicit your earnest consider- 
ation of this matter, and trust you will furnish 
the relief and protection requested. To this 
several tavorable responses were received, and 
the goods of all who gave us a protection were 
placed in the catalogue of profitable remedies. 
Proprietary goods have fastened themselves on 
one business like barnacles to a ship, and are a 
growing evil that will not only injure the sailing 
qualities of our ship, but prove its ruin unless 
remedied. 


Let us glance at the facts and figures. We 
have obtained from leading cities approximate 
estimates of the proportion of proprietary goods, 
also of quinine, morphine, cinchonidia and alco- 
hol, in sales of every $1,000. Two of these 
statements are facts from and do not differ mate- 
rially from the estimates. The proportion is 
about as follows:

Total profit on $500. Sales 17.70 or 3 54-100 
per cent., the balance of the $1,000, made up of 
Drugs, &c., in order to bring up the average to 
10 per cent. on the 1,000 dollars, must be sold at 
17 per cent. profit, if you do not, then your gross 
profit will be less than the cost of doing business. 
Every dealer is aware that the task would be diffi- 
cult. It may be remarked here that the profit of 
4 per cent. would be nearly 1 per cent. less, but 
for the goods already on contract, give us 10 per 
cent. profit. These facts show where the burden 
is, these goods not only curtail the profit on 
legitimate drugs, but decrease their demand and 
are a burden in two ways, not only lessen- 
ing the rates, but cutting down the profits. 
These are figures that all candid dealers must 
admit are approximately correct. If interest 
or capital is charged, you will find that the gross 
profits are about equal to the gross expenses, 
and this is because one half of the sales are 3% 
per cent. goods. Not only this, but it must be 
understood that 34g per cent. is not all clear 
profit. There is a breakage, soilage, old stocks 
left on hand when demand ceases, and under 
present circumstances the distribution of pro- 
prietary goods is a charge upon our business. 
Why should it continue? Is there no remedy? 
We think there is, but not with this association, 
but with the source of supply, with, the proprie- 
tors themselves, ‘ 
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On the goods of those. who have adopted the 


plan of protection we obtain 10 per cent 
profit, no great margin we admit, but it enables 
us to distribute them without loss. If all pro- 
prietary goods yielded 10 per cent., then 
the average gross profits would be enhanced to 


12 per cent. upon the estimate previously made. 


The goods of those who do. not give us a protec- 
tion we are forced to sell at a loss, because any 
one house can fix a jobbing price for all com- 
peting houses, and yet in doing so do not increase 
theirsa'es, but decrease their profits, injuring 
others without the most remote benefit to them- 


selves. As has been said heretofore, the princi 
pal object for which this association was formed 
was for concert of action, and because by or- 
ganized efforts difficulties may be removed,’ and 


in no other direction can it better serve the in- 
terests of the members of this association than 


by securing protection iu the handling of their 
There is scarcely a doubt but that Con- 


tax; and without loss to the proprie- 
tors or any special changes or fluctua 
tion of prices, they could afford to give needed 
relief. Your committee labored to accomplish 
this at the last session, but Congress adjourning 
on the 4th of March prevented the passage of the 
billreported by the Committee of Ways and 
Means repealing the stamp tax on perfumeries 
and proprietary articles. 

Your committee stand firm in conviction that 
your request is just and reasonable. We there- 
fore recommend that you press the request with 
even more earnestness. All great reforms are 
gained by persistent agitation. We have pointed 
out, in our judgment, the best method of relief. 
If the proprietors can suggest any better, we 
are sure it will have the earnest support of this 
Association. If the members will staud firm in 
claiming protection, we shall inthe end be suc- 
cessful. In conclusion your committee recom- 
mend: First—That the Committee on Proprietary 
Goods for the coming year be requested to visit 
leading proprietors and urge the adoptien 
by. -them.of a plan which shall by contract 
between themselves and the buyer fix a uniform 
jobbing price which will secure a reasonable 
margin of proit to the dealer: Second—That the 
said committee be authorized to call to their aid 
the assistance of any member of this association 
in the promotion of this object. Third—That the 
committee be authorized to incur any expense 
they may deem necessary to carry out this auty. 

Your committee believe that sufficient success 
has already been met with in this direction to 
clearly demonstrate its practicability and the 
general revision of prices likely to follow upon 
the exy ected repeal of the Stamp tax, makes the 
present time most propitious for the inauguration 
of the needed reform.

This brought out one of the most inter- 
esting discussions of the meeting, this be- 
ing a highly interesting subject to the 
members of the trade in the west. I can 
only give a brief synopsis of the discus- 
sion, especially as much of it turned on the 
question of the measures to be taken to 
carry out what seemed to be the unanimous 
desire of the association, and much was 
proposed that was not finally adopted. 

Mr. Richardson, ot St. Louis, led off, say. 
ing that few comprehended the magnitude 
of the questions involved, but it was enor- 
mous. Patent medicines could not be 
subjected to the laws of supply and de- 
mand governing ordinary business, as they 
were subject to a sort of Mede and Persian 
rule, which admitted of no fluctuations, and 
hence wholesale dealers were justified in 
taking exceptional measures. It was with 
them a yuestion simply of dollars and cents 
and it was.on that basis they looked at it. 
They did a great deal for the manufactur- 
ers of Proprietary articles by introducing 
medicines into distant sections of the coun- 
try, and they were entitled toa fair per- 


centage of profit on sales. 


Mr. Burdsal said the trade would buy 
where they could buy the lowest, and as 
there would always be more or less 
“cutting under,” there was no feasible plan 
except by a fixed price 


Mr. Benton raid that the percentage of 
sales of proprietary articles to the entire 
sales of the trade was constantly increasing; 
it was now 34 per cent and would soon be 
50 per cent. There were three remedies 
for the existing evils. viz: Ist, to increase 
the profits on general drugs; 2d, to securea 
living profit on proprietary articles, and 
3d, suicide. 

Mr. Daniel Myers, of Cleveland, said 
one great trouble was that the members of 
the association were not sufficiently in ear- 
nest. They were agreed as to what they 
want, but when they meet the proprietors, 
they do not insist upon and enforce their 
demands. 

Mr, John ‘McKesson, Jr., being called 
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upon to give the views cf the Eastéri deal- 
ers, Said in substance that they did not 
seem to have had the same trouble as their 
Western brethren; they did not meet the 
same competition, and seemed to have 
been able to get better profits. As a rule, 
he thovght combinations had not been 
successful on a large scale, although they 
had sometimes succeeded on a small scale, 
If such a policy as was advocated should 
be adopted, he feared that one result 
would be that some other articles, such as 
chemicals, &c., would become “leaders.” 

The discussion was continued by Messrs, 
VanSchaack, of Chicago, Myers, of Cleve- 
land, Robinson, of Louisville, Browning, 
of Cincinnati, Kelly, of Pittsburgh, O. F, 
G. Meyer, of St. Louis, Hinchman, of 
Oleveland, Hopkins, of Milwaukee, Arthur 
Peter, of Louisville, and others, after 
which the following was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the thanks of the Western 
Wholesale Drug Association be extended to those 
manufacturers and proprietors who have adopt 
ed the contract plan. 

“Resolved, ,That after the most careful consid- 
eration of the whole subject of proprietary 
medicines, it is the deliberate conclusion of the 
Association that proprietors should accede to 
their reasonable requests, by adopting someform. 
of what is known as the contract system, ard 
that it is our unanimous determination to perse- 
vere in the work in this direction, until it is 
crowned with complete success, and that this 
committee inform the mempers of the Associa- 
tion of those who positively refuse to accede to 
the proposition.

We 
continue to quote 57}¥¢c for lots of less than 500 
lbs in 30 and 50 lb bags, 55c for lots of 500 Ibs 
and over in 30 and 50 lb bags, and Ic per lb less 
in bulk packages of 100 lbs or more. 

American vermilion now receives very little 
attention, and though stocks are becoming low 
and raw material is more costly than earlier in 
the season, there has been no move made to in- 
erease prices, and the market remains in an un- 
settled and unsatisfactory condition.

Best 
brands of refined are quoted at 514c, but we hear 
of no transactions. Telegraphic advices from St. 
Louis to Monday night quote common at 4%c and 
refined at 4 90c. 

White lead is somewhat unsettled but cannot 
be written lower. Some corroders still name 
7c as the long price, but others fix on 7!4c, and 
acircular has been sent out by one firm under 
date of Nov. 14th, in which they state that from 
this date until further notice their ground white 
lead will be invoiced at 714c¢ per lb, subject to 
such discount in settiement as shall make their 
net price as low as that of other New York cord 
roders. The discounts allowed by the different 
corroders vary from 14 to 24s according to 
quantity and buyer. The demand is light, but 
notmore so than is usual at this timeof the 
year. There is not much Western lead in oil on 
the market, but the offerings of dry Western are 
free, and the holders seem more inclined to meet 
the views of buyers, but the latter are shy and 
although 6'4c will now be accepted there have 
been no important sales.

Golors in Oil.

Putty remains very firm, and as the demand 
continues brisk there is no chance for stocks 
to accumulate. The sales making are consé- 
quently for forward delivery, but as out-of-town 
buyers are now pretty well supplied, the demand 
is principally from local consumers and retaiers 
The general quotations are 1%@1%ce for lots in 
bulk according to quantity and time of delivery. 
Bladders and cans attract a fair share of atten- 
tion and are firm at our quotations. 

Chalk is cull. Consumers are not in urgent 
need of supplies, and therefore refuse to concede 
to holders pretensions. The latter are not in- 
clined to grant shadings in order to induve busi- 
ness, and the market closes very firm. 

- Whiting is without material change. There is 
very little stock on the spot, the largest quantity 
being held by any one manufacturer being 150 
bbls. It is doubtful if an order for 10 bbis to be 
delivered immediately could be filled by any 
manufacturer other than the one above referred 
to. Contracts are not all filled yet, and nearly 
the whole of the current production is being 
taken to fill these orders. “There is nothing offer- 
ing for the remainder of the year, and there 
seems to be no disposition to make contracts for 
next year’s delivery. Buyers are inclined to wait 
until prospects of lower prices are more promis- 
ing than at present, before placing orders for 
next year’s requirements, while manufacturers 
refuse to hold owt inducements in the shape of 
concessions. During the past week there have 
been sales of 250 bbls commercial, for prompt 
delivery, at 50c, but we hear of no sales for 
future. Gilders’is very firm and is quoted at 
70c for ordinary and 850@$1 for extra, accord- 
ing to quantity and quality. 

Paris white is reported to be in very good de- 
mand and a fair number of large orders are being 
placed, though most of the sales are of jobbing 
lots. There have been no changes in prices and 
though they vary to a considerable extent, ae- 
cording to grade and brand, a steady feeling 
prevails. The general quotations are $1 20@ 
1 40 as to quantity, but some brands are sold at 
$1@1 15 in a large way. American sells toa fair 
extent in a jobbing way, and is steadily held at 
900c@$1 as to grade and quantity. 

Lump rotten stone is offered ina large way at 
3@5c, in original packages, ex-vessel.

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Obituary. 

Mr. Sheldon Goodwin, Treasurer of the Brook- 
lyn White Lead Company, died suddenly of con. 
sumption yesterday morning, at Morristown. 
His death was not wholly unexpected, as he had 
been failing for two years’past, and had remov- 
ed to Morristown in the hope of benefitting his 
health. Mr. Goodwin was forty-three years of 
ageatthe time of his death, and had been for 
twenty years connected with the above compa 
ny, forthe past nine years in the capacity of 
treasurer and general manager, baving succeed- 
ed Mr. Fisher Howe in that position. He was 
also for a long time Treasurer of the 
National White Lead Association and Sec. 
retary and Treasurer of the Eastern White 
Lead Association. Mr. Goodwin was a Yale 
graduate anda highly cultured gentleman, and 
one of the most upright, high-minded and 
noble of men. Modest and unassuming, he yet 
was ever forward in championing the weak and 
oppressed. He had charity without ostentation, 
and one of those placid, genial dispositions that 
caused all who came in contact with him to love 
him. His death will be universally mourned, and 
his place not easily filled. Such universal tribute 
to the memory of a good man it has seldom been 
our province to chronicle. Mr. Goodwin was for 
many years a resident of Brooklyn, and it is not 
known whether he will be buried in that city or 
Morristown. He leaves a widow but no children. 

We have also to record the death on Sunday 
of Mr. T. 8. Gaylord, who was for upward of 
twenty years bookkeeper for the same com- 
pany. Mr. Gaylord was sixty-seven years of age 
at his death, and had earned for himself during 
his connection with the company the high esteem 
of his superiors and the confidence and regard of 
allwho knew him. He is spoken of as a man of 
the strictest integrity and large capacity in the 
Position he was called upon to fill. Mr. Gaylord 
will be buried from his residence in Brooklyn, 
where he has lived for many years.

Packing Paris Green. 

The consumption of Paris green as an 
insecticide, it is well known, is enormous, 
but owing to its harmful effects upon man 
and beast, and the danger of its becoming 
mixed with fodder or vegetables stored in 
its vicinity, consumers, as a rule, do not 
care to keep on hand a quantity more than 
sufficient to supply their proximate re- 
quirements. The demand for small quan- 
tities in bulk induced manufacturers to 
put up the green in convenient packages, 
but in so doing the opportunity was taken 
advantage of by a number of makers to 
reap a benefit altogether unfair to con- 
sumers. A few manufacturers, who had 
gained a reputation by means of the uni- 
form purity of their green, in utilizing the 
small packages, often substituted a com. 
paratively worthless grade for the pure 
article previously supplied to their custo 
mers. This they were the more able to do 
by reason of the nature ot the goods, 
which, being in the form of impalpable 
powder, requires uir-tight packages. Buy- 
ers having no means of ascertaining the 
quality of the goods except by destroying 
the envelope, and relying upon the pre- 
vious: reputation of the manufacturer, 
accepted and sold the stock without ques- 
tion. The fraud being discovered by the 
consumer, often led to unpleasant compli- 
cations and caused a great deal of grumb- 
ling. Another cause for complaint, and 
one which was frequently forced upon the 
notice of manufacturers and jobbers last 
season, without, however, leading to an 
abatement of the wrong complained of, is 
the weight of the packages. For instance, 
the consumer finds that in buying a pound 
box, instead of obtaining sixteen ounces of 
Paris green, he gets about thirteen ounces 
of the powder and three ounces of tin or 
pasteboard as the case may be. Tnere are 
very few manufacturers who give net 
weight on these small packages. Buyers 
themselves are much to blame in the mat- 
ter. They demand one pound of green at 


the bulk price, suy seventeen cents, and do 
not take into consideration the increased 
expease manufacturers are put to in pack- 
ing into smail boxes, and the latter, real- 
izing the difficulty in making them under- 
stand this point, without undertaking to 
explain the difference, make up the defi- 
ciency by short weight. There are one or 
two manufacturers who pack sixteen ounces 
in tin cans, and have the courage to charge 
three cents per pound more than the bulk 
rates, and their experience shows that they 
lose nothing by this method. It may be 
argued that the consumer gets just about as 
much for his money when he pays 17c for 
thirteen ounces of green and three ounces 
of tin as when he pays 20c for sixteen 
ounces of green and three ounces of tin. 
This is unquestionably true so long as the 
weight of the package bears its present 
relation to the weight ot the contents, but 
there is no telling what abuses might grow 
out of the method, and the only course 
open to the consumer, who is prepared to 
pay a proper price, is to insist upon a 
full pound of sixteen ounces, irrespective 
of the weight of the envelope, and to buy 
only from such. dealers as keep a stock on 
this principle. Another complaint, grow- 
ing out of the pound box sysiem, comes 
from the jobber. He finds he is beginning 
to lose his trade because the manufacturer, 
finding more profit in selling the goods 
directly to the retailer, is naty courting 
that trade. In this, however, he is no 
worse off than his confreres in other 
branches of business. The general tend- 
ency of trade for several years past has been 
toward this end, and the middlemen all 
over the country are continually complain- 
ing of the damage done to their business 
growing out of a system of direct dealings 
between the manu/acturer and the retailer.

Mineral Colors and Their Commer- 
cial Value. 


The following is clipped from a foreign 
exchange; but, as the journal is somewhat 
dilatory in conforming to the demands of 
journalistic etiquette, we are in doubt as 
to the real source of the article. It will no 
doubt prove of interest to our readers, and 
we therefore give it in full : 

The most important of the mineral col- 
ors prepared from chrome is the chromate 
of lead. The shade of this color can vary 
from yellow to a deep orange, according to 
the proportions taken; and it depends 
much on the skill and practical experience 
of the foreman whether a good product is 
obtained. © For large manufacturers, it is 
very important to produce not only a 
bright and’fiery; but also‘a cheap product. 
In print works, ‘where the productis man- 
ufactured on a small scale, they ‘generally’ 
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mix together solutions of white sugar of 
lead and chromate of potash in various 


proportions; for the yellower shades the 
precipitates are washed with alum water, 
and for the orange ones, with soda solu- 
tion. 
chloride of lead is treated with a concen- 
trated solution of bichromate of potsah; 
the mixture is stirred up very well, and 
allowed to stand several hours, The chlo- 
ride of lead is prepared by treating lithargo 
with common salt (equal quantities of 
both), mixing as much water in as will 
form a paste. This is occasionally stirred 
up during the first 24 hours, and then more 
water added to it until the whole oxide of 
lead has been transformed into the chlo 
ride, which will take about four or five 
days. These methods will do very well 
for works where the product is used for 
their own purpose, but would be too im- 
perfect and impracticable for such estab- 
lishments as manufacture this article 
solely as a business, and having to work 
against competitors. For these works it is 
also necessary to know how the propor- 
tions have to be chosen to obtain a certain 
shade, as well as the brightness of the 
article. These works have also to use 
soluble lead salts. Sulphate oflead, which 
can often be purchased very cheap from 
printworks, does very well for works where 
the cheapness of the product is mcre im- 
portant, but it is injurious to the bright- 
ness. For the preparation of mixtures, f. 
i., in green, it works well, but it never 
should be used for plain yellow or orange 
shades. It is of great advantage foc large 
manufacturers to prepare their own lead 
solution. The apparatus necessary for 
this purpose consists of four wooden tubs 
of 3 feet diameter and 114 foot high, which 
are arranged so that the contents of the 
first one can be easily emptied into the 
next, and so on, until the preparation gets 
into a larger collection tub, from which the 
solution is taken for the next process. 
These tubs are first filled with granu- 
lated lead. This is obtained by melting 
lead in an iron pot, and by means ofa 
spoon pouring it in a thio flash into a 
vessel containing cold water, which is 
kept in rotary motion. When all ot 
these four tubs are filled with lead, the 
faucets are shut. The first tub is now 
treated with a strong alcohol vinegar, 
which must be as free as pousible from 
coloring matter, sugar, &c. It is left 
there only a few minutes, after which time 
thé liquor is emptied into the next tub 
below, where it stands the sume length of 
time, and is then led into the third one, 
and so on until it reaches the collection- 
tub at the bottom. The liquor has hardly 
dissolved any lead by this manipulation, 
but it starts the oxidation of the lead, the 
surface of which will gradually be covered 
with a bluish-white skin. If this is 
reached, the first tub is again filled with 
vinegar, which must remain in contact 
with the lead for one hour, when it is run 
off into the second tub. In this tub the 
liquor is allowed to stand also for nearly 
one hour before it is drawn off into the 
third tub; from this it goes through the 
lead in the fourth tub, always allowing it 
to remain in contact with the lead for the 
same length of time. From this tub it is 
finally collected in the largetub. It de- 
pends on the practical experience of the 
workman if this solution can now be used, 
or if it is not yet finished, If the oxidi- 
zing of the lead was done in a sufficient 
degree, once running through the whole 
apparatus will yield a liquor strong enough 
for the next operation. The carbonic acid 
of the atmospheric air will create a white 
skin on the surface, which is carbonate of 
lead. To this liquor acetic acid is care- 
fully added in such quantity as to cause a 
stripe of blue on litmus paper to slightly 
turn red; itis then allowed to settle, and the 
clear liquor is ready for further treatment. 
Another vessel is kept ready for dis- 
solving bichromate of potash. A certain 
amount of this is dissolved in ten or twelve 
times its weight of water. This is best 
done in a copper kettle with double coat, 
allowing a heating by steam; when it is 
dissolved it is diluted with the eame quan- 
tity of water. These two liquors, the ace- 
tate of lead and the bichromate of potash 
solution; azo pow mixed togethey in the 
aS Cs 2 
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correct proportions; the quantity to be taken 
of each must be decided on before mixing 
can be done. Neither lead nor chrome so- 
lution must be in excess,as this would 
prove a loss to the manufacturer. A cer- 
tain measured quantity is taken from the 
acetate of lead solution, and from a gradu- 
ated tub as much chrome solution added, 
so that no more precipitates. A few trials 
made by a practical hand will soon show 
the exact quantity which has to be taken 
of both liquors. The foreman should in 
every case make this preliminary step be- 
fore mixing, as the strength of the acetate 
of lead solution can never be too exactly 
regulated. The mixing of these two solu- 
tions will cause double decomposition, and 
the result will be chromate of lead as pre- 
cipitate, and acetate of potash in solution. 
It is allowed to settle entirely, and the 
above standing solution is drawn off; the 
remaining precipitate is washed several 
times with pure water, each time allowing 
a thorough settling of the preipitate, and is 
then brought upon the filters. The wash- 
ing and filtering should be done as quickly 
as possible, after which the precipitate is 
put on boards for drying. During the 
drying process the color swells up, and 
care should be taken that this swelling 
takes place on the boards, and not in the 
filters, which would injure the product. 








The value of a good chrome yellow de- 
pends much on its looseness, and th 
color is therefore dried pretty slowly and 
in a cool place, that the swelling may have 
sufficient time. Before it is entirely dry 
it is cut into squares by means of a strip of 
tin and put in the sun to be dried thor- 
oughly. The outside of the dry pieces is 
generally covered with some chromate of 
potash, which has been thrown down 
mechanically during the precipitation. 
This is taken off very carefully by means 
of a brush, and the color is then ready for 
the market. In regard to the shade which 
a product is supposed to have after it is 
finished, the process has to be changed 
slightly from the above. Shades can be 
obtained from a light yellow to a dark 
orange, and jalmost red. By mixing the 
bichromate or the chrumate of lead with 
the acetate of lead solution, a precipitate is 
obtained of a dark lemon color, consisting 
of one equivalent each of oxide of lead and 
chromic acid. By increasing the quantity 
of oxide of lead, the precipitate can be 
made redder. This is effected by the ad- 
dition of caustic potash or soda, which can 
be mixed either with the chrome solution, 
or, better, with the precipitate, during the 
filtering process. By having this caustic 
alkali of a known strength, the shade of 
the product can be easily regulated by add- 
ing certain quantities of it to the color. 
There are some combinations of im- 
portance which can be prepared, if not de- 
pending altogether on the quality of the 
product and where less cost is of some 
value. These are combinations of chro- 
mate and sulphate of lead, and are pre- 
pared by adding sulphuric acid to the 
chaome solution. These products are of a 
lighter color, and their shade is regulated 
by the quantity of sulphuric acid which is 
added, and they can vary from the pale 
sulphur color to lemon yellow. ‘These 
colors are very bright but do not answer 
very well for printing; they are generally 
used for cheaper articles and then mixed 
with gypsum, &c.; they have a good cov- 
ering property and are valuable articles for 
obtaining mixed colors, greens,&c. To 
obtain a dark and almost red precipitate, it 
is necessary to have the solution moved 
aboutas little as possible. The precipitate, 
as obtained in the above manner, is treated 
before drying with caistic soda. By mak- 
ing first trials with small proportions as to 
the soda to be added to obtain the darkest 
product, the desired shade is easily ob- 
tained. The precipitate is mixed with the 
caustic soda, and as soon as a thorough 
taixing has been done, the paste is left 
alone. After about twelve hours standing, 
the soda is drawn of from the top and the 
precipitate carefully washed with pure wa- 
ter. Itisthen brought upon the filters, 
and after the liquor has almost entirely run 
off, is repeatedly washed with water, care- 
fully avoiding any stirring or moying of the 
precipitate. This product, however, hag 
not muck practical value,

Animal and Fish Oils. 


Lard oib-has declined }4@ic during the week, 
but to-day there was a reaction and the previous 
decline was fully recovered. The fluctuations in 
oil have been unconnected with the changes in 
the prices of the raw material, but were due to an 
increased demand. At 6144@92c there was more 
activity than had been noticed in this market for 
some months previous, and pressers took advan- 
tage of the necessitios of buyers to advaice 
prices. We hear of sales of 400 bbls different 
brands at 9144@92c. The market closes firm to- 
night with pressers quoting 62@0246 as to brand 
and quantity. There has been a very active 
demand reported for No. 1 oil ahd previous 
prices are fully maintained. Extra No. 1 has 
sold fairiy, and but little change is noted in 
quotations. No. 2 is very irregular in price. 
Weak oil bas been offered since eut last at 450 
without buyers, while strong oil is quoted up to 
60@65c. A fair quotation would be 5fc 


Tallow oils are wanted, but there is little stock 
with which to meet the demand. Prime western 
is quotable at 72}4@75c, but these prices are al- 
most entirely nominal. Wehear of no Nv. | or 
No. 2 western offering, and there is no city on 
the market 0 far as we can learn, 


Crude whale oil is offered here in bulk from 
San Francisco by tank cars at 50c, not including 
packages, and we understand that sales have 
been made on these terms during the past week. 
There have also been sales of 75 bbis refined 
from tank cars at 60c and 75 bbis to arrive from 
San Francisco by tank chars on private terms. 
The vominal condition of the New Bedford mar- 
ket has had a depressing influence on prices for 
the manufactured grades, and they are now low- 
er. The demand is very light. 


Manufactured sperm oil, sympathizing with 
the advance on crude, is higher. There is a very 
good jobbing demand reported, and the market 
closes firm. 


Crude menhaden oil has been more active dur- 
ing the past week has been almost entircly on 
export aceount. There is an easier tone to ‘the 
market, manufacturers evidently being anxious 
to dispose of their stocks, which are quite large 
for this time of the year. There have been 
sales of 500 bbis prime light oil at 35%c, 450 
bbls prime light, sweet and very handsome oil ata 
shade below 33c, 400 bbls dark oil at 33c, and 300 
bbls dark and “smelly” ofl at 33e, all for export. 


The first named sale was exceptional and cannot 


be taken as an indication of the market. Tne 


general export quotations now are 33@34c for 


prime light oil according to seller, and 30@32%c 
for inferior grades. For home use the quotations 
are 35@30c for handsome light oil and 32@33c 
for lower grades. The only sale for home con- 
sumption we heard of was a lot of 75 bbls at 35c 

The stock in all hands is stated to be 12,400 bbls, 

of which 1,200 bbis are held in the South. The 
Chesapeake fishermen anticipate a continuance 
of g0od fishing for some time longer and have re- 

cently ordered about 4,000 bbls empty petroleum 
barrels for the prospective catch. The fishing has 
been very good of late in the Chesapeake, and 
some large hauls have been made, some of the 
catch averaging 9 gallons to the thousand. The 
oil made is dark and is steam treated, but not 
sun bleached. Surveyor King, of Greenport, 
L. L., Peports the number of menhaden rendered 
in the district during the past season as 86,000,- 
000. This immense quantity of fish yielded 
425,000 gallons of oil and 8,500 tons of dry scrap. 

Long Island fishermen returned from the Chesa- 
peake report a good season. The Virginia season 
was a failure, owing to the scarcity of fish. 


The manufactured oils are easier in sympathy 
with crude, but are not quotably lower. The 
demand bas slacked a good deal, and no import- 
ans transactions are reported. We quote 35@ 
37c for dark pressed, 38@42, asto quality and 
quantity, for light pressed, and 4Gc for bieached 
winter. Natural winter pressed is still quotable 
at 4444@45c. Bank and straits are in moderate 
demand, but remain steady at 38@39c for the 
former and 40@42 for the latter. 

Ced oil continues dull. Buyers have full stock 
contracted for earlier in the season and are not 
disposed to come into the market as long a pres- 
ent prices prevail or until pressed by necessity. 
Holdersare inclined to await the latter alterna- 
tive, and steadily insist on full prices. There isa 
fair Jobbing trade reported, jobbers quoting 42@ 
43e for Labrador and 44@45c for Newfound)and. 
We note sales of 25 bbis. of the latter at 443¢c. 

Saponified red oil is still neglected. Stocks are 
aceumulating and manufacturers are anxious to 
make sales, but have offered no further conces- 
sions since our last, the market ciosing steady to- 
night at 58@59c. Elaine is not in as much de- 
mand and we only hear of afew jobbing sales.

A Suspension in the Oil Trade, 


Mr. D. H. Kiely, of No. 163 Maiden Lane, job- 
ber in oils, made an assignment on Monday last 
to J. A. Fussell for the benefit of his creditors, 
His liabilities amounted to $7,057.18, and he has 
settled by paying fifty cents on the dollar, cash, 
Mr. Kiely has beett itt the oil business since 187, 
and succeeded the firm of Kiely and Stainsby in 
1878. He has done a_moderate trade chiefly 
with large consumers, and has always stood 
well. His suspension was caused by the failun 
of Nugent & Co., the Newark leather manufac 
turers, who were among his largest customen 
and who owed him over $4,000. His creditors, 
who are few in number and are among the 
largest oil houses here, offered to accept thirty- 
three per cent., but Mr. Kiely found himself able 
to pay fifty cents on the dollar in cash and has 
settled on that basis, and will continue business,

The Scott well No, 2, at Lubricating Centre, 
struck sand last Thursday evening. A dispatch 
to the Pittsburgh Times regarding the strike isin 
these words? 

Greznssure, Pa., Nov. 4.—The oil rock in Scott 
well No. 2, at Lubricating Centre, was struck last 
evening about 8 o’clock, and a strong vein of gas 
and oil was discovered at once, so much so that 
the well had to be closed off until this morning. 
Four hundred feet of pure oil was found to hare 
flowed during the night, and all indications ar 
that the well will be one of the best. 

“ Four hundred feet of pure oil was found to 
have flowed during the night,” is certainly rich 
The tdea of 400 feet of oil standing erect at the 
well next morniag is good. There is a Solomonic 
statement somewhere to the effect that. “there 
is nothing new under the sun.” This is now

to unearth the evidence. There is no use of fur 
ther denying tne fish story or the Egyptian snake 
yarn, or the Hades of the old version.

Failares in the Drug Trade. 


Mercantile circles have been exercised during 
the past week by the suspension of two promi- 
nent houses in the drug and chemical trades. 
These are the first failures of any consequence 
that have occurred dir sctly in these branches of 
business for some years, and although the -pro- 
minence of the unfortunate firms. and the 
unexpectedness of their suspension occasioned 
more or less temporary apprehension among 
the trade, they may be said to have been 
practically without effect, as the combined lia- 
bilities of the two firms to drug or chemical 
houses here will not amount to $7,500, There is, 
therefore, no fear that any other failures will re. 
sult from these two, and the momertary feeling 
of Aietrust which naturally follewed their an- 
nouncement hag glrea ly passed away. 

Messrs. Lewis Mureig & Co., of No. 48 Cedar 
st., made an assignment late on Saturday, but it 
was not generally known until Munday morning, 
and was the occasion of much surprise and uni 
versal expressions of sympathy. Mr. Morris has 
been in the drug business in this city for over 
38 years, and is held in the highest esteem 
by avery extended circle of merchants with 
whom his long business career has brought him 
Anto contact. In 1879 the present firm of Lewis 
Morris & Co. was formed, the junior partner be- 
ing Mr. John A. Stewart, jr., a son of Mr. John A. 
Stewart, President of the United States Trust 
Company. Mr. Stewart brought into the firm ad- 
ditional capital and business ability, and the 
house made 3 very large amount of money 
during the first year, sinee when the operations 
haye been less successful, the rapid shrinkage 
in values on many lines of goods which it had 
imported heavily having caused such serious 
losses as to finally necessitate a suspension, The 
asses have been heaviest on indigo and other 
East India goods, though latterly the decline in 
opium and quinine have also caused a serious 
loss, The liabilities of the firm amount to 
about $110,000 and the assets, so far as 
the hastily prepared schedule shows indicate at 
least 50 cents on the dollar, and the firm hepes to 
be able to pay 60 cents. Nothing definite can be 
stated, however, until the assignee, Mr. A. B. 
Boardman, has time to prepare a coniplete sched" 
ule. The liabilities to the trade will be less than 
$5,000, and are distributed so as to be of no con- 
seqence to this class of creditors. The priueipal 
creditors are those who hold paper of the firm, 
although there is considerable foreign indebted- 
ness. The utmost confidence is felt in the firm 
and no doubtis entertained that it will be able to 
make satisfactory settlement and speedily re. 
sume business. 

Messrs. Charles T. White & Co., of 54 Maiden 
Lane, were announced on Monday last to have 
asked for an extension from their creditors. The 
firm has been in existence for a number of years, 
having bought the fine chemical works of L. Meg 
tin & Co., of Philadelphia, in 1869, and removeu 
it to Brooklyn. These works have since been 
enlarged from time to time until they have as-

Catch and 
archil liquor are not heavy. 

Yndigo has not moved very freely during the 
past week, demand being restricted to retail par- 
cels. Bengals continue firm and unchanged, and 
we have sales to note of 8cs medium at $1 20@ 
1 30, and 10 cs high grade in lots at $1 50@1 65. 
350 cs new crop are on the way from Calcutta 
and will arrive here next month. Guatemulas 
are not wanted to a large extent, but 12 ceroons 
on spot were sold within the range. The soft 
kinds are in good request at firm figures, the re- 
ported failure of the crop largely influencing the 
market, 

Cochineal is without feature to report, and 
‘only small sales are making. Prices are easy 
and we renew our figures of last week. 

Cutch is higher, and 644@7c is now generally 
asked; the good demand of the past few weeks 
combined with reduced stocks has occasioned the 
firmer tone. Sales are reported the past week of 
300 bales at the above price, which will scarcely 
be shaded even on large orders. 

Gambier is said to have been in large demand 
for the last few days, but the amount of the 
transactions have not transpired, and the rumor 
could not be authenticated. Lots on spot are 
quoted at 3%@4c, which will doubtless be some- 
what advanced in the near future owing to the 
shipments for export, which have reduced stocks 
on spot. 

Sicily Sumac is unchanged and quiet, sales 
making being of a jobbing character. We learn 
of sales of 15 tons at firm figures, and $75 will 
not be shaded by most holders. 

Bichromate of potash is in the same position as 
at the date of our last. Supplies are fuller, and 
outside holders are getting nearer manufacturer’s 
figures. 20 cks have sold within the week at 
154%@17c. Scotch continues scarce and un- 
changed. 

Starch isin an unsettled condition. Manufae- 
turers complain of low prices, and in view of the 
probable advance in corn, held a meeting at Chi- 
cago last week, when the subject ef an advance 
was discussed but nothing definite arrived at. It 
was decided to call a general meeting of all the 
manufacturers in the country, to meet at Cinctn- 
nati at an early date. Demand here is light and 
holders quote 4@434c, which will, however, 
be shaded. 

Sago flour is without feature to report. 100 
bags at 4c is the only sale we have to report, but 
large purcels can be had at 3c. 

Yellow prussiate has again advanced, and 2444 
@25\%c is asked, but these prices can hardly be 
maintained and dealers have no faith in its per- 
manency. American manufacturers are said to 
have been in the market for prussiate to fill con- 
tracts, but we were unable to authenticate the 
report. 40 cks, partly at the advance, have found 
sale within the week. Red is quiet and un- 
changed. 

Annatto seed is quiet and unchanged, and we 
renew our quotations at 4@10c, according to 
quality. 

Madder continues dull and unchanged, only 
a few casks having found sale within the 
week. Dutch continues to quote at 7@10c, 
and -French at 3}4@'5c, but these figures are 
nominal. 

Analines are moving freely, but at very low fig- 
ures in spite of the reported advance on the 
other side. Competition here acts to keep prices 
ata point where the margin of profit is small. 
Figures are all in buyers’ favor.

Oil 
of Erigeron may also ve detected, although 
not separated, by the addition of a solution 
of potash, which gives a deep orange-red 
color, and on being treated the mixture is 
transformed into a reddish purple viscous 
mass. The reaction is stronger when the 


oil has become partially oxidized. Oil of 


peppermint submitted to the same treat- 
ment in the cold forms a white emulsion, 
even if heated it only turns slightly yel- 
low. Introduce into the test tube a few 
drops of the cil of Erigeron and shake, and 
the orange color will immediately make 
its appearance. Oil of peppermint, there- 
fore, which turns orange-red on the addi- 
tion of a solution of potassic hydrate 
should be rejected as impure.

Cinchona Cultivation in Bengal. 

Surgeon-Major George King, the Super- 
intendent of the Royal Botanical Garden, 
Calcutta, points out, in his last report, that 
the avowed object of Government in main- 
taming its cinchona plantations is not to 
grow bark for sale in England and else- 
where, but to produce raw material for the 
manufacture of cinchona febrifuge for the 
use of the people of India, but the planta- 
tions are now so extensive that attention 
can be paid to other besides the quinine- 
producing trees. ‘Chis report, dated 28th 
May, 1881, is the Nineteenth Annual Re- 
port of the Government Cinchona Planta- 
tions in British Sikkum, and with it, Dr, 
King’s report, of the same date, has been 
received. The following is an abstract of 
the contents of these documents: 

The planting operations of the year were 
confined to yellow bark trees and trees of 
the still unnamed hybrid variety. It has 
Rot been deemed necessary to increase the 
humber of Succirubra trees, from which 
the cinchona febrifuge is manufactured. 
There are now more than four millions of 
these trees on the two plantations of Mung- 
Poo and Sittong, and this is con: J 
sidered quite sufficient to provide | 
ted bark for u much larger consump- 
tion of the febrifuge than there is any 
Teason immediately to amticipate. En- 
deavors have therefore been confined to in- 
treasing the stock of quinine-producing 
trees to meet the demand for sulphate of 
quinine in the hospitals and different de- 
Pactments of the Government service.

The financial results of the operations 
during the year were very satisfactory.

Cinnamon and Cassia Barks and Oils. 


The following from the Pharmaceutical 
Journal and Transactions is an abstract of a 
paper read at the Pharmaceutical Confer- 
ence at York by Mr. J. Woodland, F. L. S., 


Wishing to ascertain if possible the sub- 
stance which causes an iodized decoction 
either of cinnamon or cassia to lose its blue 
color, I made experiments upon the known 
constituents of the drugs with the result of 
finding that the volatile oils possess the 
property of absorbing iodine to a consider-, 
able extent, which peculiarity the other 
known constituents of the drugs seem to 
lack, and as far as the experiments made 
at present determine, the oils are the only 
decolorizing 


The oils of cinnamon and cassia both 
take away the blue color imparted by 
iodine to a decoctiou of starch, and that of 
the former drug possesses this property to 
a much greater extent than is the case with 
that of cassia, although not in any constant 
proportion, the amount of iodine that is 
absorbed by the oils being dependent 
upon the age of the sample in an inverse 
ratio, as the greater the age of the oil the 
smaller is the quantity of iodine solu- 
This decolorization 
is more especially seen when the oil and 
iodine are dissolved in the same medium, 
such as rectified spirit or carbon bisul- 
phide, but if the oil be diffused in water, 
starch paste 
added, although the decolorization takes 
place quickly at first, yet afteratime it 
proceeds but slowly, owing to the imper-

The iodine solution was added until af- 
ter shaking well, a distinct color was seen 
in the froth. Of the four samples of cin. 
namon, numbers 2 and 3 were poor ones, 
as there was not much odor emitted by 
them, and from these and other experi- 
ments made, a sample of an average quality 
ought, if 1 gram be boiled with water and 
then cooled, to tako at least 6 c.c. of a deci- 
normal solution of iodine to color the froth 
Cassia bark requires a much smaller 
amount of iodine to color the froth, 
first, on account of the oil not absorbing so 
much as before-mentioned, and, secondly 
on account of the bark containing a smaller 
percentage of oil. 

In ascertaining if there is any other in- 
gredient or principle in the cinnamon bark 
which absorbs iodine, great difficulty was 
experienced in expelling the whole of the 
volatile oil, for after boiling the powder 
witha strong solution of salt for four 
hours the odor of the oil was still percep- 
tible, and the decolorizing properties still 
evident. Hence I conclude that a con 
siderable quantity of this ingredient must 
be left behind after the distillation of the 
bark with salt water, as I am informed is 
the process in Ceylon, and I should like to 
have the experience of anyone who has 
witnessed the operation, there or else- 
where, related. 

After trying various chemicals I found 
that litharge liberates the oil to the largest 
extent, and also the most quickly, but as 
with the others, incompletely, although 
whether its action is chemical or physical 
Iam not prepared to say. The oil was 
finally got rid of by boiling the powdered 
bark for a considerable period with a strong 
brine, afterwards with a small percentage 
of slaked lime to convert the residue of the 
oil into cinnamate of calcium, and on 
acidifying one portion slightly with acetic 
acid and adding iodized starch, the color 
was not removed, and no odor was percep- 
tible on heating; through the other portion 
carbonic anhydride was passed, to convert. 
any slaked lime into the carbonate, which 
was then boiled, and to the cool decoction 
iodized starch added with a negative re- 
sult. These experiments lead me to sup- 
pose that the oil is the ingredient that 
alone possesses the decolorizing property, 
but what compounds are formed beyond 
that of hydriodic acid when the oil and 
iodine combine Iam not at present able to 
state. 

The same difficulty was experienced in 
attempting to exhaust the drug of its oil 
with benzol, carbon bisulphide, chloro- 
form, ether, rectified spirit and alcohol, 
although, they were used both hot and 
cold, as the residue when slightly heated 
invariably gave off the odor of the oil, and 
a decoction bleached iodized starch paste. 

It having recently come to my knowl- 
edge that oil of cassia is substituted 
for oil of cinnamon, a few experi- 
ments were performed, by some of which 
a distinction can be mace between the two 
oils. If nitric acid sp. gr. 1:36 be added 
to oil of cinnamon (1 part of the latter to 
2 of the former), and the mixture shaken, 
a bright orange-colored liquid is first ob- 
tained, upon the surface of which floats 
an orange resinous substance which slowly 
becomes deeper in color until a beautiful 
cherry-red color is visible, by which time 
it has changed to a liquid that floats ona 
lighter colored substratam, which also in a 
short time becomes nearly of the same 
tint, bubbles then commence to appear, 
and shortly afterward spontaneous ebulli- 
tion occurs with the evolution of nitrous 
fumes, and vapors of benzoic aldehyde; by 
the time this ebullition has ceased, the 
amber-colored liquid commences to clear 
itself and finally a clear amber liquid is 
left, with orange globules floating on the 
surface. 

Upon oil of cassia nitric acid sp. gr. 1:36 
has quite a different action, as after mixing 
1 part of oil of cassia with 2 of nitric acid,

ita taste is acrid and slightly bitter, its odor 
very strong and extremely diffusible. Ex- 
pesed to the action of heat it first melts, 
then takes fire, and leaves from 4 to 6 per 
cent of ashes. Caustic potash and lime 
added to it evolve ammonia, and the true 
odor of musk is thereby lost. If dissolved 
in water 75 per cent. of it will be dissolved 
when the musk used is humid, but only 55 
per cent. when the musk used is dry. It 
is considerably less soluble in strong alco- 
hol, and not at all soluble in ether or 
chloroform. By an addition of oil of bit- 
ter almonds or its solution, its odor will be 
entirely destroyed. If nitric acid is added 
to an aqueous solution of musk, it will be 
discolored. Acetate of lead precipitates a 
dirty brown matter, and by adding tannin 
it becomes cloudy 

There are four different kinds of musk. 
1st. The China or Tonquip musk, which is 
considered the best and most valuable, is 
shipped in caddies containing from 20 to 
22 ounces, of pods of different sizes, 
wrapped up in Chinese lettered tissue 
paper, well sealed. One side of tne pod is 
flat, with no hair on, as it is cut out of the 
atdominal part of the skin. The other 
side is convex and covered with hair con- 
verging toward the centre. The musk in- 
side is of a dark brown color, viscous, and 
feels grainy. Its odor is strong, persistent 
and ammoniacal. It is said that when 
fresh it causes bleeding of the nose to the 
hunters preparing the pods. When the 
odor becomes feebler it is the more agree- 
able. 2d. Yun-nan musk, which derives 
its name from a Chinese province situated 
on the Indian frontier, and has been 
known only for the last eight or nine years 
is considered very fine. It arrives in nearly 
spheric or ovoid pods, of which the upper 
half is entirely nude and covered with a 
kind of fine parchment skin, which has a 
reddish-brown color, and which adhered to 
the abdomen of the animal. The under 
half of the pod is entirely covered with 
very short and thick set yellowish-gray 
hair. In the lower centre of this hairy 
cap whici: gives the pod the appearance of 
an acorn, can be seen the natural opening 
of the receptacle. This opening is closed 
by a small particle of straw, and extends 
outside of it. The musk it contains is in 
grains, and of a brown color, and hasa very 
strong and fine odor. The pods weigh 
from about one-half to one and a quarter 
ounces each. 






















































(slowly turning brown) is seen floating on 
a yellowish liquid, and no further change 
is undergone; if a large exvess of the acid 
be added after the first addition, the resin- 
ous mass changes to a deep reddish-brown, 
and the subnatant liquid takes a cherry- 
red color. The same reaction occurs if a 
large excess of nitric acid be added to oil 
of cassia at first, but in neither of these 
cases is there any spontaneous ebullition 
or evolution of the nitrous fumes and ben- 
zoic aldehyde vapors. 

If oil of cassia be mixed with oil of cin- 
namon the reaction with nitric acid takes 
place as with oil of cinnamon, but more 
tardily, according to the amount of cassia 
oil present, and at the end of the process a 
turbid subnatant liquid is seen instead of 
a clear one, as is the case with pure oil of 
cinnamon 

Spirit of nitrous ether can also be us:d 
to, distinguish between these oils, as it 
forms a clear solution with that of cinna- 
mon, but a turbid one with that of cassia. 

Distinction can also be made between 
the powders of cinnamon and cassia, for on 
shaking cinnamon powder with iodine 
water, a greenish brown color only is seen, 
whilst cassia powder treated similarly im- 
partsa black color. A better way, how- 
ever, is tou make a decoction of the powder 
and, when. cold, add tincture of iodine in 
excess, when on shaking well in a test-tube 
the froth of the cinaumon decoction is dis- 
tinctly yellow, and that of cassia gray or 
black, and if cassia powder be mixed with 
cinnamon the characteristic froth of the 
cassia can be distinctly seen. 

Profeisor Attfield hoped that the author 
would continue his experiments with the 
view of ascertaining the special conditions 
under which this substance would absorb 
iodine. The absorption of iodine by es- 
sential oils was a matter involved in a good 
deal of obscurity. The amount absorbed 
appeared to depend a good deal on con- 
ditions, and if Mr. Woodland would look 
into those conditions, it was possible he 
might be able to givea good method of 
distinguishing between these substances. 

Mr. Brady said with regard to the em- 
ployment of sslt water in the distillation 
of oil of cinnamon he had seen a statement 
to that effect,in Pereira’s ‘‘Materia Medica,’ 
and it had been repeated elsewhere, but 
he did not think that salt was employed 
generally in Ceylon. In the only distill- 
ing establishment he visited, not only was 
salt water not used, but the distilled water 
was used again and again, for a manifest 
economic reason. 

Mr. Greenish said he had heard Mr. 
Brady state that there were several kinds 
of cinpamon—eight or ten; he should like 
to know whetber the particular kind of 
cinnamon used in these experiments was 
noticed, because naturally it would have 
an influence on the result. 

Mr. Brady said the different kinés were 
merely planters’ varieties; he did not think 
any one could define them. A planter 
would beable to tell the different sorts, 
but he did not think there were even com- 
mercial names for them. 

Mr. Greenish asked if there was any 
mode of distinguishing them. 

Mr. Brady replied certainly not except 
by an expert. It was more like commercial 
sorting than botanical separation. 

Mr. Greenish said probably it would 
have an influence on the result of the 
experiment. 

Mr. Brady said practically oil of cinna- 
mon was made by the poorer planters, 
usually half-caste Portuguese, who would 
not take the trouble either to cultivate the 
shrub properly or to prepare the bark for 
sale as fine cinnamon, and it was quite a 
question whether growing the finest cinna- 
mon really paid the planters so well as 
using it in the rough condition as chips 
for distilling the oil.

The musk contained in these 
pods 1s of a dark brown color, strongly 
pasty, with an odor of mnsk and civet. 

4th. The Russian, or so-called Siberian 
or Tartary musk, which is more generally 
known as Kabardip musk, is contained in 
flat pods which are very dry and elongated. 
The diameter is from one-half to one and 
a half inches. On one side they are cov 
ered with a short gray silvery hair, con- 
verging from the circumference toward the 
centre. The other side, which touches the 
abdomen of the animal, has the appear- 
ance of parchment, covered with a slight 
efflorescence. 

The musk contained in these pods is 
very compact, lighter in color than the 
Tonquin musk, with a fibrous consistence. 
Its smell is not very penetrating, some- 
times mouldy, less agreeable,and volatilizes 
quicker. It is considered inferior to all the 
other kinds, and is cheaper in conse- 
guence. 

Musk should be carefully kept from 
dampness, as it gets easily covered with 
mould and putrefies. According to the 
analysis made by Blondeau and Guibourt, 
the composition of musk is as follows:

Musk is used meets in the manutacture 
of perfumery and fancy toilet soaps. It is 
prescribed as a medicine in the form of 
pills and potions, and is considered a very 
good remedy in the treatment of nervous 
diseases, typhoid fever, lockjaw, convul- 
sions, etc., etc. 

The high price of this article and its ex- 
tre nely diffusible odor are tempting un- 
principled dealers to adulterate it not only 
in this country and in Europe, but in 
China, where the heathen Chinee has be- 
come an expert in the business, even so as 
to readily deceive the European buyer. 
The adulteratiou is performed by intro- 
ducing heavy bodies into the pods, like 
lead or iron, and taking out part of the 
mnsk, substituting in its place dried blood, 
muscular flesh membranes, gelatin, glue 
made from the skip of the ass, hair, excre- 
ment of birds, wax, asphaltum, gum ben- 
zoin, styrax, the reluse of boiled coffee, 
boneblack, vegetable extracts, fatty sub- 
stances, resins, pulverized charcoal, to- 
bacco, snuff, sand, and sal ammonia, to 
which a small quantity of tartar salts has 
been added. Musk pods are very often re- 
lieved of their active principle by perforat- 
ing them with a needle in different farts, 
and putting them, so perforated, intu some 
solvent withoutopeningthem. The empty 
pods are used again by filling them surrep- 
titiously with some strange material. A 
great many imitation pods are put in the 
market made ot young deer skin in which 


the adulterated product is put. 

The first thing to be done when buying 
musk, is to examine each pod to see if it 
has not been tampered with in some way, 
or if its membranes have not been opened ro 
as to introduce small blades of lead or iron 
between its parts. There should be neither 
sewing or pasting visible on the skin. The 
buyer should see if the hair has not been 
pasted on with some mucilage. In such 
cases a little lukewarm water will remove 
the hair and expose the fraud in a few mo- 
ments. This pasting of hair is generally 
done at the border of the pod to cover 
up the sewing of the upperskin. Any pod 
having only a trace of sewing on it should 
be considered as adulterated and be rejected 
as such. The interior of each pod, if genu- 
ine, should always contaiu a certain num- 
ber of little grains like a No.7 shot or 
smaller, a little flattened, If any fibrous 
parts are discovered with the aid ot a good 
microscope, the article has been adul- 
terated. 

When a strong ‘pin or needle is pushed 
through a musk pod, it retains a 
more or less strong and pronounced 
odor of musk. This test is gener- 
ally applied by the perfumers to de- 
termine the quality of the musk. An- 
other test is to exhaust asmall quantity 
of musk with 95 per cent. alcohol, filter 
the solution and let 2 or 3 drops of it 
evaporate on the back of the hand. After 
a few moments the alcohol evaporates, the 
musk odor evolves, and the stronger the 
odor the better is the quality of the musk. 
Such pods as have Leen perforated in dif- 
ferent places with the object of determin- 
ing their contents, can be easily recog- 
nized, because the surface of the skin gets 
unequal and wrinkled after dessication. 
They are not so heavy in comparison to 
their appearance, and the musk remaining 
in them gives considerakly less soluble 
substances than the pure and unadul- 
terated article. 





To discover adulteration in such pods 
into which blades of lead, iron, sand, 
gravel, leather, artificial musk, or any 
other substances have been introduced, 
wrap each pod in white filtering Paper, 
moisten it slightly with water, and after 
a few moments the openings through 
which such introductions have been made 
will become plainly visible. To detect all 
the frauds committed in the adulteration 
of musk often requires a thorough chemi. 
cal investigation, and a great deal of capi- 
tal is lost by manufacturers leaving the 
handling of the costly material at the dis. 
cretion of chemists who are ignorant of 
the first principles of their art in the 
laboratory, and in many instances a 
large capital has been swallowed up by 
inexperienced manufacturers, who were 
duped and swindled out of it by unprin-. 
cipled dealers. 

So far, the compounding of a gond tino. 
ture of musk bas been discussed in many 
ways in scientific publications, but very 
few good formulas have been published, 
The following has given general satisfac- 
tion so far, and may be of some benefit to 
conscientious manufacturers: 


To one ounce of grain musk (after being 
thoroughly pulverized in a porcelain mor- 
tar), one quart of lukewarm water should 
be added slowly, part ata time, and well 
triturated with the musk; after awhile the 
liquid should be drawn off and putina 
bottle, and water enough added tothe de- 
posit in the mortar to go through the same 
operation again until the whole quart is 
used; the undissolved parts of the musk 
are then triturated the same way with one 
quart of th& best deoderized 99 per cent, 
cologne spirits and added to the aqueous 
solution of musk in the bottle. About 
24 grains of carbonate of potash should 
be dissolved before trituration in the alco- 
hol, The remainder of the musk in the mor- 
tar can be added to that in the bottle. 
Let the whole infuse for a couple of weeks 
by taking care to shake it up a couple of 
times every day, and the tincture of musk 
will be ready for use in such proportions 


as may be required 

It has been asserted that a certain pro- 
portion of tartar salts must be used to make 
a good tincture of musk and to develop its 
fragrancy. If used judiciously the tartar 
salt has the property of developing the 
dormant ammoniacal gases contained in 
the musk, but if used in excess it has the 
property of destroying its agreeable fra- 
grancy. The above given proportion of 
24 grains of the salt dissolved in the alco- 
hol has been found to be about right, 
whether the musk is more or less strong. 


As the pungent odor of musk is not al- 
ways found to please everybody, it is there- 
fore advisable to add some other ingredi- 
ents to it to give it a more agreeable fia- 
grancy. But here the perfumer, for eco- 
uomical as well as for commercial reasons, 
generally does the opposite of what he 
should do, by adding the more pungent 
and disagreeable tincture of civet. A 
Western artist uses for economy the vesi- 
cles of the musk rat. A most delicious 
musk perfume can be made by the follow- 
ing formula: 

Concentrated ext. of jasmine..... 4% gal. 


Tincture of tolu balsam.......... 1 oz. 
Oil or 0.to of roses..............: '15 drops. 
a os cae peah 12 oz. 


A fine musk toilet soap cannot be made 
by the so-called cold process, but a very 
fine article can be produced by the fol- 
lowing process: Take a good tallow soap 
and grind to a paste, which put in 4 
marble mortar; then add the required 
color and musk (previously dissolved in & 
little water), and pound the whole until 
it has becomea perfectly homogeneous 
mass; then work into cakes of the required 
size. A little addition of the tincture of 
civet will better overcome the peculiar 
smell of the soap and not affect the odor 
of musk. The color of this soap is gener- 
erally that of the musk, and can be given 
by an addition of caramel. The following 
formula for making a fine musk soap, said 
to be that which the celebrated Lubin in 
Paris has used, may be of some interest to 
the reader:
